Equal Regulation for All 


To My Frttow Ran.roabers: 


“ Wr is Southern Pacific's attitude towards its truck competitors?” 
This question is one which J frequently am asked by persons in 
the railroad industry as well as by others who are not, 


The question usually is associated with the fact that Southern Pacific, 
as owner of Pacific Motor Trucking Company, also is in the trucking busi- 
ness, 


Truck transportation is an important part of our national 
economy, but it should pay its own way as the railroads do. 

Although primarily a rail carrier, Southern Pacific recognizes the need 
for trucks, just as it does the need for air lines and the bus fines. That is 
part of the principle of the “free enterprise” system which bas made Ameri- 
ca the leader among nations, 


But a factor of free enterprise that is lacking is fair competition between 
the trucking and railroad industries. Our policy of insisting on equality of 
opportunity for all forms of transportation is based on the premise that: 

(14) Many intercity common carrier trucking concerns choose to carry 
only the most profitable shipments. This gives them an unfair advantage 
over the railroads which cannot pick and choose their traffic but must “take 
the bitter with the sweet’; . 

(2) A portion of the sizable sums we pay in property taxes annually 
to the various counties is being used for highway purposes, 

(3) These highways and roads are used by trucks as a place of busi- 
ness upon which to conduct a competing transportation service, 

(4) Overweight trucks break down the highways faster than those of 
leyal weights. Thus more money is needed for construction and repair, 

(5) Overloading of trucks means more profit for their owners and thus 
gives them an unfair competitive advantage. 


Jn adopting our policy of insisting on a more equitable regulation of 
highway carriers, we bave done so as a railroad company that is also in 
the trucking business. Our own Pacific Motor Trucking Company would 
welcome equitable regulation.

“Where Does All That Money Go?" 


So-Called Small Items Used In Our Daily Work Take A Big 
Bite Out of Annual Income, Purchasing Department Reports 


Enrror’s Nore: This is the third in- 
stallment of an article giving hard facts 
about the cost of running our railroad. 
The first chapter, in explaining the need 
for adequate revenue, pointed out that 
SP spent $374,500,000 for new equip- 
ment and plant improvement in the last 
six years, but to do so had to seek funds 
beyond the incoine derived from its 
transportation services. Last month we 
reported how nearly $70,800,000 went 
into Federal and State tax coffers in 
1951. This concluding chapter deals with 
the cost of items which, while they don’t 
reach into the millions, do add up to sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars annually. 
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GEE a pin, pick it up; all the day 
you'll have good luck. 

That’s the way an old superstition was 
put into rhyme. However, the author 
might have added another couple of 
lines. 

When you do, -you’re saving 
money; the cost of pins isn’t funny. 


SP’s Pacific Lines spends over $1,800 
annually for pins, And that -isn’t hay, 
like what people are supposed to go 
looking for pins in. That expense could 
probably be cut down by a third if 
everyone was as careful as Audrey Lund-

pins, typewriter ribbons, carbon paper, erasers, brads, ink 
and pencils—cost Pacific Lines an average of $73,914 each 
year.

B,M. cards, efe., and you 
will get an idea of what it costs to supply the office end 
of the business, and there are many other items that could 
have been mentioned. These things pictured below, of 
course, are only a few of the “smaller” items needed to 
keep a railroad in business. No matter where you work, just 
turn your head and you'll see hundreds of items that cost 
hard dollars to provide, "'Thaf's where the money goes."

She's picking up a pin 
she dropped on the floor, and she always 
takes them out of papers headed for the 
wastebasket. 


This isn’t the start of a cost-conscious- 
ness drive. Your Company merely wants 
you to know that locomotives and pas- 
senger and freight cars aren’t the only 
things that cost money. There are liter- 
ally thousands of what might be termed. 
“insignificant” items that in the aggre- 
gate cost us many thousands of dollars 
each year, 

Carbon paper for instance. We buy 
close to $42,000 worth annually. How 
much could be cut from that figure if 
full use were made of each sheet? 


We spend $9,460 each year for pencils, 
It would be hard to say how many are 
thrown away when they get a trifle short. 
Or how many end up in the bettom of a 
drawer after being carried home un- 
intentionally. 

Quite often we leave electric lights 
burning when there is no need to. That 
runs up our electricity bill, It also 
shortens the life of light glohes, for 
which we pay $101,000 a year. 

Trainmen necessarily use a lot of 
fusees. But it’s rather surprising to Icarn 
that $202,000 worth go up in red smoke 
every 365 days. 

We buy $16,460 worth of oil hand 


Janterns a year. Replacement globes for 
these lanterns cost $9,012. 

There is a lot of breakage. During 
1953 the Dining Car Department had to 
replace 12,212 coflee cups, 12,665 water 
glasses, 10,609 bread and butter dishes, 
8,110 saucers and many other items. 
Cost: $64,506, Lost and worn cut linen 
included 23,130 napkins and 25,669 
towels plus 2,973 miscellaneous items. 
Replacement cost: $30,446. On page 
three, J. H. Gridley, manager of the Din- 
ing Car Department, stands beside a dis- 
play that shows the cost of dishes, glass- 
ware and linen his department uses, 


Paper drinking eups are a big item on 
our Purchasing Department's list. Over 
$43,000 worth are used each year. 

Brake clubs cost us $8,600. Some 
$27,400 worth of paint brushes are worn 
down annually. 

Getting back inside again, we wear out 
$12,990 worth of typewriter ribbons and 
use $2,025 worth of staples each year. 
Paper fasteners (brads) cost us $3,218. 
We rub away $977 with our erasers and 
use up $1,586 worth of ink on stationery 
and forms that cost us $606,900. The 
last does not include tariffs or ticket 
stock. We hold a let of the previous 
items together with rubber bands— 
$2,160 worth. 

“See a pin, pick it up,” doesn’t mean 
that everyone should walk with head 
down, looking for pins. The rhyme is 
merely a good way to remind all of us 
that everything we use in our work costs 
hard dollars and should be conserved 
whenever possible, 


BACK OF EVERY JOB ON THE RAILROADS is an investment of approxi- 
mately $26,000, It is this investment in plant facilities and equipment that 


enables the railroads to operate successfully. Without this large investment, 
the transportation service which the railway employe helps to provide would 
not be possible. In other words, without this large outlay by the railroads, 
there would be no railroad job. To keep the railway plant and facilities 
running, the railroads have to keep on investing large sums each year for 
additions and betterments, improvements of every sort. In 1951, for instance, 
the railroads paid out $1,108 for improvements for every employe in service.

OUTHERN PACIFIC'S “Business- 

Getters” in Boston General Agency 
serve an area that not only is rich in 
tradition and history, but is economically 
important as well, The Boston Agency 
territory includes America’s six New 
England States: Connecticut, Rhode 
Island, Massachusetts, Maine, New 
Hampshire and Vermont. But that isn’t 
all. The Boston General Agency is inter- 
national in aspect, since its solicitation 
responsibilities extend up inte Canada 
and include the Provinces of Que- 
bec (except suburban Montreal), New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia, Newfoundland 
and Prince Edward Island. 

General Agent T. J. Lucey and his 
staff are kept busy selling SP service. 
Exclusive of Canada, their territory com- 
prises 2% per cent of U. S. area and 
6.4 per cent of its population—over 9° 
million. 


The New England area ranks high in 
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the nation’s industrial output, producing 
20 per cent of all U. S. cotton textiles, 
33 per cent of the shoes, 7 per cent of 
the chemicals and paper products, 20 
per cent of the machine tools and hard- 
wate, and 814 pet cont of the furniture, 
In addition the New Engiand portion of 
Boston General Agency territory pro- 
duces 17% per cent of America’s rubber 
goods, 20 per cent of its electronic equip- 
ment, 50 per cent of its firearms, and 
20 per cent of its stone, marble and 
granite. Many other diversified manu- 
factured articles in lesser quantity are 
also produced there.

Here several copies of my report were 
organized in a file. Then the file was sent 
to Jim Barker's Machine Record Bu- 
reau. Here the report was reduced to a 
code and punched on a machine record 
card. 

“I understand that each year FPM&SS 
receives and codes 75,000 reports like 
the one they received on me, The coded 
cards are run through machines that 
‘read’ the information contained on 
them. In this way they can coordinate 
all the reports they receive so as to dis- 
cover the causes of damage to freight, 
and so analysis can be made regarding 
types of shipments most often damaged. 
Preventive steps can then be taken. 


“When all the information about me 
was punched on a tabulating card my 
damage report was forwarded to the 
Carload Damage Bureau for further 
analysis. In this office Walter Witt, Gus

Tattle-Tale Caboose 
Is Safety Reminder 


Wwe a Rio Grande Division freight 
train or engine crew piles up too 
many personal injuries they aren’t al- 
lowed to forget about it. A caboose 
painted the glistening red and silver of 
the Golden State is added to their trains 
and they must carry it on their runs 
until it’s decided they’ve made amends 
for having marred the Division safety 
record. If the engineer or fireman had 
the injury, the safety caboose is placed 
behind the tender. If the train crew was 
responsible, the safety caboose is placed 
ahead of the regular one. 

In addition to keeping the faces of the 
train and engine crew as red as the color 
it’s painted, the safety caboose reminds 
all the other railroaders who see it that 
safety is their responsibility. The ca- 
boose is in effect a traveling signboard. 


The tattle-tale caboose is only one 
facet of the Rio Grande Division safety 
promotion. Whenever a man is injured a 
supervisor has an interview with him to 
determine how another accident of that 
type can be avoided. 
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Every month a safety meeting is held 
in El Paso Yard, at Tucumcari, Carri- 
zozo, Lordsburg and Douglas. Quarterly 
safety meetings are rotated among the 
four terminals and the annual safety 
mectings are held in E] Paso. Superin- 
tendent P. D. Robinson and his staff 
prepare the schedule for the meetings 
well in advance so that everyone will 
be prepared to attend.

That’s how we used radio to control 
the “Whistle-Stop Specials,” an SP 
operating innovation that assured com- 
plete contro} of the campaign trains that 
traveled our lines during September 
and October. 


Three radios were used. One was in 
the cab, another was in the work car 
near the rear of the train, and the third 
was taken off at each stop to give the 
starting command to the engineer. This 
last radio was the one found most use- 
ful. Large crowds surging around the 
campaign trains at each stop would 
have made it difficult for the engineer 
to see the conducter’s hand signals. And 
when a candidate was through speaking 


he was ready to be on his way. Giving 
the engineer the high-ball through the 
radio was faster easier and more posi- 
tive. And when informed by a member 
of a candidate’s party, the radio opera- 
tor could tell the engineer to blow a 
warning whistle for the press a few 
minutes before departure time. 


Governor Stevenson was the first can- 
didate who had the advantage of this 
Southern Pacific special service. He 
made a whistle-stop trip from San Fran- 
cisco to Los Angeles over the San Joa- 
quin Route. 

Senator Nixon was our second 1952 
political VIP. He traveled from Pomo- 
na to Portland over the San Joaquin 
and Shasta Routes.

The specially fitted car, staffed by per- 
sonnel from the Irwin Memorial Blood 
Bank of San Francisco, has been used 
for donations at San Francisco, Sacra- 
mento, Roseville, Colton, Williams, Wil- 
lows, San Luis Obispo, Santa Barbara, 
Fresno and Redding. In late August the 
Life Line visited Reno, Sparks, Lovelock 
and Fallon. During September dona- 
tions were taken in Yreka, Weed, Mt. 
Shasta, McCloud and Dunsmuir. 


The Life Line was placed in operation 


on November 29, 1951, and was the first 
blood doner railroad car used to help 
provide for the general transfusion needs 
of the civilian population as well as the 
armed forces. Blood is accepted from 
both railreaders and the general pub- 
lic. Individuals may specify whether 
their blood is to be given the armed 
forces, “banked” for their own future 
use or given as replacement for blood 
already used in transfusion.

She then goes on to give her special 
recipe for fixing string beans, which, 
incidentally, we have adapted to make 
fewer servings than her original calls 
for. This will serve four. 


BEANS THE REYNOLDS’ WAY 


1 Ib, fresh string beans 

1 slice bacon, cut in inch pieces 
% a medium onion, sliced 

“1 clove garlic, finely minced 
¥% a green pepper, thinly sliced 
% cup canned tomatoes 

i tablespoon butter 

Salt and pepper 


Wash and cut beans into inch pieces. 
Drain and dry on paper towels. Fry 
bacon bits. When they are medium well 
done, remove the meat and add enough 
more bacon drippings to make 3 table- 
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spoons. Put in the beans and cook, stir- 
ring, until seared but not brown. Trans- 
fer beans to saucepan; add the cooked 
bacon and other ingredients. Cover, and 
cook till beans are tender. The tomatoes 
and butter provide the liquid. If beans 
should stick to the pan, add more liquid. 


AUTUMN PARTY IDEAS 


Some Pumpkins! Not just at Hal- 
Jowe’en, but all through the Fall, pump- 
kins make the perfect decoration. This 
year many a jack-o’-Jantern will have its 
features painted on with white poster 
paint, rather than cut out. Paint washes 
off so that pumpkin can be used later. 


Fruit and Leaves. New way of ar- 
ranging fruits seems to be to use a fairly 
small bow] and only three or four apples, 
pears, oranges, or whatever, as shown in 
sketch opposite. A big spray of leaves 
goes at the back, and tall candles give 
height to the composition. 


New Stunt.’ Along with the tradi- 
tional bobbing for apples, have a few 
popcorn balls in the tub of water.

Just before you 
put the casserole into the oven, cover the 
top of the mixture with grated cheese. 
(You'll need about a cupful for a me- 
dium-sized casserole.) Next, beat 2 eggs 
until light and fluffy and pour them over 
the cheese. Bake as usual, When the 
casserole comes out, it will have a lovely 
yellow “crust”—a dish you'll serve with 
pride. For a Hallowe’en touch, use a 
round casserole and add ripe olives to 
make a jack-o’-lantern face in the cheesy 
1op. In doing so, better put in the olives 
shortly before the casserole is done! 


Applesauce—the non-political vari- 
ety——will be one of the favorite dishes to 
appease the nation’s appetite between 
Oct. 23 and Nov. 1, when national Apple 
Week will be observed.
